Cuno Describes Terms 
Berlin, Feb. 
7.—Chancellor C lino 
returned to Berlin Tuesday from a 
two-day tour of the occupied Ruhr 
area convinced, he said, that the de­ 
termination of the population to re­ 
sist the French coercive measures was 
just as firm Tuesday as when the first 
of the occupying forces entered Es­ 
sen on January ll. 
“I visited every section of the in­ 
vaded territory, conversed freely with 
the industrialists and all classes of 
civilians and workers, and was every­ 
where assured of their unwavering re­ 
solve further to oppose the French 
encroachment 
with 
passive 
resist­ 
ances,” Herr Cuno said to the As­ 
sociated Press correspondent. 
This frame of mind on the part of * 
the Ruhr population was especially 
conspicuous 
among the 
mine 
and 
metal workers. 
He was convinced of 
the continued solidarity of all classes 
in the valley, and 
said 
they con­ 
tinued to view the outcome of the i 
■truggle with complete confidence. 
Failed to Gauge Germans 
Herr 
Cuno 
believes the 
French 
Premier has wholly failed to gauge 
the 
Westphalian 
psychology • accu­ 
rately when he interprets the out­ 
ward calm and self-control of the 
populace as an indication of submis­ 
sion. 
“This moral resistance,” he added. 
“ is the result of the spontaneous re­ 
solve of a people which is fully con­ 
scious of its human rights and which 
is determined not to bow down be­ 
fore hostile bayonets.” 
It required no cue from Berlin to 
bring this about, he stated, adding 
that the French procedure had en­ 
abled the German Government to re­ 
veal its aims which were none other 
than “attaining freedom and national 
la ity .” 
The Chancellor was equally 
out­ 
spoken in branding as unfounded M. 
Poincare’s accusation that Germany 
had persistently dodged the work of 
restoring the devastated regions in 
France. 
France’s own dilatory tac­ 
tic*, he said, had repeatedly fru strat­ 
ed Germany's avowed

Washington, Feb. 7.—Only sixteen 
states have been free from lynch­ 
ings in the last ten years, the com­ 
mission of church and race relation* 
of the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, declared Tues­ 
day in an analysis of lynching sta­ 
tistics from 1885 to 1921.
